Voters List 

Prior to the year 1917 the right to 
vote at an election for Councillors 
for a Municipal District was limited 
to the .parties who were assessed for 
land. In the year 1917, however, the 
right to vote for Councillors was ex 
tended to include the wives, husbands, 
sons and daughters of the persons 
assessed, provided such wives, hus¬ 
bands, sons and daughters were 
>. twenty-one years of age and resident 
within the boundaries of the Munici- 
pality. It was felt that the relatives 
of the owners or occuparVts of land 
were by their industry assissting both 
di.rectly and indirectly in the pro 
; gress and work o* the Municipality 
that they should have a right to say 
who they wished to carry on the bus¬ 
iness of the Municipality. 

' The amendment to the Act, how- 
, ever which made provisions for these 
parties voting, placed upon the Sec 
retary-Treasurer the burden of find¬ 
ing out "ho the parties were that 
were entitled to vote because of their 
relation to persons who were assess¬ 
ed, and of entering their names on 
the voters' List. It was found that

Cultivation Of 

Summer Fallow 

Early ploughing of summer fallow is 
important from the stand point of con 
serving moisture^ since this prevents 
the loss of moisture from the weeds 
that grow up on land intended for fal¬ 
low and in addition the rains pene¬ 
trate the soil more readily after 
ploughing. Working the fallow down 
immediately after ploughing is good 
practice providing grass or other 
weedds with growing rootstocks are 
not present. Where all the trash is 
buried bzy the plough the drag har 
row will firm the ground and provide 
a good mulch for Conserving mois¬ 
ture, The packer will be found use 
ful where the soil Is loose or where 
making the^soir^firm to near the sur¬ 
face, the moistture level is raised so 
that the weeds near the surface are 
more likely to germinate. Except 
where the soil is lumpy and hard the 
disc' harrow should nott be used since 
soil drifting frequently follows its use. 
On the other hand tne cultivator and 
weederstirs the soil and brings the 
small lumps to the surrace and per¬ 
mits the fine soil to sift down to the 
bottom of the cultivated land. 

There is a new type of weder known 
as the rod weder which is used on 
some of the large farms in the dry 
farming areas of Alberta. The plan 
of this machine is given in the Ex¬ 
perimental Farms* pamphlet No. 28. 
This machine can be made by any 
farmer and i$- inexpensive. The ad 
vantage clainmed for this weeder is 
that it rubs off the weeds below the 
surface of the soil and does not work 
the surface of the ground, conse¬ 
quently, the soil can be frequently 
cultivated without danger of drifting. 
Pamphlet No. 28 can be secured from 
any Experimental Station.

labour to make a complete list of 
these people. For example, sons and 
daughters of persons assessed are 
entitled to have their names placed 
on the Voters' List wiien they become 
twenty one years of age, and when 
the Secretary-Treasurer was requir 
ed to make up the list It was ab 
solutely impossible for him to do so 
properly without making a canva'ss of 
the entire District each year, inquiring 
as to when these parties became of 
age, also as to whether or not they 
were resident in the Municipality 
This being the case it was felt to be 
unfair that such a burden should be 
placed on that official, therefore at 
the last session of the Legislature, 
the Hon. A. G. MacKay,, Minister of 
Municipal Acairs^ introduced an 
amendment which has now become 
law, requiring all persons who were 
Councillors, because of their being 
wives, husbands, sons or daughters 
of persons aseessed, to register their 
names with the Secretary-Treasurer. 

All parties entitled to vote because 
of their relationship to a person ass¬ 
essed must make application to have 
their names placed oin the Voters' 
List, otherwise they will not be able 
to vote at the election for Council¬ 
lors. Such application must be made 
to the Secretary-Treasurer of the 
District sometime between November 
1st and December' 31st both inclu¬ 
sive of each year, during the usual 
office hours. Application mav be
